the Vegetarian sect, in Kucheng, was uttorly 
destroyed. Defore tho work of the Commis. 
sion began the peoplo bad been living in 
abject'terror, they were powerless to defend 
themselves, the officialy were equally help- 
lees, and that.they aro now able to: live in 
peace they aitribate antirely to th 
aud peraisterice of forsignere, This 
tainly encouraging, and augura well for the 
peace and safety of the Missionaries who, 
moy hereafter live in the Kucheng Distridt:

" THE\WEST RIVER DIFFICULTY. 


‘The opigmatical telegram from Reuter’s 
-Pekin eprrespoudont respecting tha condi- 
tion on which the Ganton Rivor, will be 
opengd up to international trade, requirce 
to.be interprated to bo underatood. No 
«tOrritory waa ceded by Burmah to China. 
Certain Shan States, to which Independoat 
Burmah and Obina aliko laid claim,-wero 
claitaed by Great Britain on the annoxation 
of Uppor Burmah. : Ultimately Great Bri- 
tain caded a great part of the territory bo- 
yond the Mekong ta-Obina on the condition 
that it was not to be banged over to a third 
Powor. “Last year moat of tho territory 
was, howevor, ceded to France ; whereupon 
other territory, which Mr Holt-Hallett re- 
garde as worthicas, wos under pressure from 
Lord Salisbury ceded to Great Britain in lion 
of that which the Chineso Government had, 
contrary to sgrecmont, sasizned to France. 
This is the territory which China now desires 
to retain as s condition precedent to the 
opening up of tho Weat ‘River to goneral 
commeroo, Tho question seoma to have 
been referred to Lord Salisbury by the 
British Minister «st Pokin. If tho arid 
and. mountainous region which China do- 
sires to retain be reolly worthless, n thing 
will be lost by lettidg hor have it. It ie 
another question whother the opening up 
of tho Wost, or any other River by 
Chi It--roaliso the’ expoctationa of 
thoag interested in the foreign trade. Con- 
cessions of the kind are rendored nuge-. 
‘tory by the lngonaity of Chinese officialdom 
and tho iil-will and sullooness cf the 
Chineao of the interior. Evon at Oanton, 
which has beon open to forsign trade more 
than half-a-centdry, the British Consul. 
complains to the Forcign Office that there 
is as yet no compteto anjuyment - of the 
Treaty rights’ which’ have so_ long 
existed on-:papor. Mr Byron Brenan 
writes that.: tho expectations founded 
on tho oponing of the new Troaty

: TRAINS. 

Daring the raat four seasons no football 
team pla}i ; under Rugby roles haa at- 
tracted no much attention as the Newport 
team ; aud throughout that pariod no fife 
teen has shown such irresistible powors. Io 
four séasons—from 1891-2 to 1894-5—the 
woll-known Monmouthshire pisyers suffered 
but woven defeats, an uuparaltelod retord 
of consistent brilliance, and. four out of 
suven wore only by two poists the 
difference . betwoon successful aad un- 
successful place kicks, It is worth re- 
membaring that for four succostive ava- 
sons after the foundation of the club in 
187 they nover auffered reverse, and in 
1891-2 thoy had their fifth invincible soa: 
son, In 1892-3 and 1893-4 they were each 
season dofoated three timea; in 1894-5 
they were beaten onco.; In theao last 
four asasous they playod 117 matches, of 
which 100 woro won, ton were drawa, and 
seven were loat, and Nawport scored 1,726 
poiuis to 186, Now, there must bs some 
special reason for this continued brilliance, 
part from the individual excellence of tha 
playcrs, and—as in revealed by the folluw= 
ing interview with Mr A. W. Boucher, the 
present: Newpors captnin—it is chielly due 
to the all-round combination ofthe team : 
to the power of forwards and.backa to play. 
togathor in a combined run as if they wore 
all three-quartors; and this is to be 
ascribed to.their epecial method of training. 
A representative of Chums called upon Mr 
Buanchor, and having explained his mission, 
procecded to ply him with questions. . ‘I 
want you to tell me how Nowport trains. 
What is the ‘secret 7’ was the first ques- 
tion, ‘Well,’ said the Newport cap- 
iain, ‘thero- has been an idea abroad 
that we do a groat deal of training, that 
we aro at it overy night; but that is 
quito a wistake. Qur ti ng Insta for 
one hour a-wook, We train in the club 
gymuasium, but’ we never touch tho ap- 
Paratus; wo don our football clothes, put 
on gymuasiam shocs, and for an hour we 
practise running up and down, passing, and 
dribbling, That isthe extont of the team’s 
practice togothor, and after it wo havoa 
shower bath and s rub down. Wa ocea- 

pully putio a high punt while practising 

—the. gymnasiom,--but-we- nover tacklo 
hard, and’ we cannot ecrimmage,. Do I 
thiak Nowport’s success bas been traceable 
to this method of practico? Well, the 
modarn game is tho passing gamo ; and the 
fact that tho whole team, forwards and 
backs together, know how to give and take 
a pass, ig due to practising passing at full 
speed, which makes mon quick in taking o 
pase and acourate in giving ona. Of course, 
x score often deprnds upon accurate and 
smartpassing, and practicein thegymoasium 
trains forwarda to ses an opening, and to 
give a good pass at the right moment, As 
to the throe-quarters, they practise with the 
team in tho gymvasium, but asa rule they 
also practise kicking, running, and passing 
tegother on the ficld once a week. Before 
a big match somo of us might go for a 
five- or six-mile walk on the other nighta 
of the week, but there is norulo. As to 
dicting, 
onr fellows louk after themselves wonder~ 
fully well, aseverybody knows. Temper- 
ance in oll things is tho anwritton law, 
bat our men eat aud drink what they like, 
and moat of them smoke. It is worth 
noting, however, that we have eight tee- 
totalera in our team, and the rest aro all 
very moderate men. To whatdo we aot- 
tribute Newport's continued auccoss? To 
tthe way in which our men hung together 
for 20 long, Practically the samo mon 
ployed together for five seasons, and, of 
courae, we knew each other's play extremé- 
ly well. Regular practice, too, in tho 
gymnasinm helped us to know coach other's 
ploy. “By ocing the gymnasium we prac- 
tiso in the warm, and ara independent of 
the weather. The practico is rogular and 
efficient; it brings backs arid forwards into 
combiuation, and the power for a forward 
to supply.tho linkin passing rua oftoa 
moans Bacore.’—Chtume.
